Jung, who had just received 


a mastef5s degree in 了 ngineeT- 
ing from the Univerity of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley，was one of more 
than 15 officers hired under an 
affirmative action program . 

“When the affirmative action 
program was in effect,， he said， 
“there was a lot of resentment 
within the ranks of the police 
department. They werent ready 
to accept minorities， 

PRESSURE 

Jung said he first felt pressure 
和 fom racist remarks;- some subtle 
and some blatant，when he filed 
his reports. Later，he recalled，a 
sergeant once told him to beat 
black Prisoners 让 they were 


belligerent， 
He soon discovered some of his 
departmental superiors “meant 


whatthey said. In 1974, Jung said 
he saw one supervisor beat a black 
Prisoner. The supervisor was later 
charged with battery and Jung 
was called to testify at his trial. 

Jung .believed his role in that 
case triggered a_ long series of 
unwarranted disciplinary actions 
against him, including suspension， 
that were _ calculated to harrass 
him . 

His problems were compounded 
when it was leaked out that_ he 
and seven_ other minority police 
officers had spoken out on dis- 
criminatory practices within the 
departmentbeforetheModel Cities 
agency， 

CRIEVANCES 

In the summer of 1975，the 
Berkeley Police Review Commis- 
sion apparently attempted to hear 
the grievances of the minority 
officers in a Private session. But 
they were prevented from doing so 
when ”representatives of the 
Berkeley Police Association report- 
edly appeared at the meeting and 
refused to leave， Jung said the 
Model Cities complaint was effect- 
ively covered up by the depart- 
ment. 


Ia August，1975,，Jung said tbe 
department interceded in a case 


against a white man he had - 


arTested. After the man had pled 
guilty to charges of qisturbing the 
peace，batery on an officer，and 
Tesjsting arrest， Jung said his 
Supervisors convinced the man to 
lodge a complaint against him, By 
December， the _ department 
decided to suspend Jung for using 
an excess of force， 

As another example of unfair 
treatment, Jung said he was given 
a penalty by the department for 
“bad judgment” in February, 1977 
after he refused to give a ride to 
the girl friend of a man he had 
arrested, Yet two years before that 
incident，he said，the department 
gave him a penalty -for giving a 
ride to two women in a similar 
situation， 

CRITICISMS 

Spokesmen for the Berkeley 
Police 了 Department refused to 


comment on Jung's case. But some 
maintained that everyone in the

“If somebody feels there is 
Iacism,” he said，“theres  a 
problem. ButI don't see any point 
in dredging up the Model Cities 
complaint， We have a _ new ball 
game noOw,” 

But Jung took his case to the 
Police Review Commission Pre- 
cisely because previous complaints 
of discrimination，Llike the Model 
Cities ”complaint， had been 
“white-washed.” 

“The facts raised in my case,” 
said Jung,，“point to racism. They 
have stereotypes of Asians as 
submissive， When you have one 
that brings out the facts, then they 
resent 让 because they ruin their 
Own images.” 

COMPLAINTS 

But Jung also aired his 
comPplaints because he said he was 
convinced that crimes against 
Asians in Berkeley were going 
Unreported . 

“Asian people don't trust the 
cops and I can see why;,”said 
Jung.“I want the people to know 
whats going on'. against police 
officers and what may be going on 
against them. The citizens can 
extrapolate (from my case) and 
Iook at the motives of police 
officers.” 

Jung's action has received the 
Support of other Asian officers on 
the force. Arnold Lui, a 27-year- 
old Berkeley police officer，called 
Jungs compalint a “positive step.” 

“ITm glad he didq it and brought 
out some of the department's 
practices against minorities,” said 


Lui，“But others _ think he 
shouldn't make waves.”

The University of California regents voted 13-12 last 
week to raise the entrance requirements, despite opposltion 
from minorities and Governor Brown， 

The new admissions standard requires a fourth year of 
English，higher scores for English and Mathematics in the 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests, and a 3.3 grade point average 
among other things. 

The new standards will no doubt shut out many 
minority and disadvantaged students. 

We feel that it was a shame that the majority of the 
regents did not consider the fact that many minorities 
received a sub-standard education in high schools，many 
immigrants have to fight a continuing battle with the 
English language，and many of the standardized test 
questions were culturally and racially-blased.

Obervant community persons know that not all of the 
Tongs are engaged in gang-recruiting and other related 
operations， And definitely the majority of Tong members 
are not involved with any unlawful activities，It is not 
up _ to us to say what direction should each Iong take 
when they are now in the public limelight， But if the 
Examiner report has credence，the Tongs should Purge 
their bad elements，divorce themselves from their Vlolent 
past, and face the new age with new goals and puIPoSes-

Despite their own problems， 
both Jung and Lui said they 
would like to see ”more Asians 
involved in law enforcerment. 

“I_ recommend 让 with an 
asterisk,”said Jung.“Asians who 
want to join the force should be 
cauitious. They must be aware that 
they may be backstabbed，and 
they must be willing to keep other 
career alternatives Open.” 

For Jung, who said he has been 
“put in a position where promo- 
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tion and advancement opportun- 
ities are nil,”a pojlice career is 
ending: 

“My main goal is to leave the 
Berkeley Police Department since 
it's_ never going to change,”he 
said.“Tve lost my energy. I have 
to think about my future, I dont 
want to spend 15 years fightingthe 
police department.” 

PROBLEMS 

The Berkeley Police Review 
Commission has grappled with 
problems= of-institutional racism 
since its inception four years ago. 
Its members have also worked to 
get more bilingual officers on the 
police force. But its role has been 
purely advisory. 

The power to dictate police 
changes within the police depart- 
ment rests with City Manager 
Elijah Rogers.， His decision on 
Officer Robert Jung's case will 
undoubtedly influence the ability 
of the department to attract and 
keep minority officers on the 
force.

“Passage of Assembly Bill 857 
will add discrimination based on 
language to _ the list of other 
practices already prohibited under 
state law 一 those based on race， 
color，religion，ancestry Or geo- 
graphic location,， Agnos said , 


REASONS 
“From now on， insurance 
cmpanies ”doing business ”in 


California must provide appli- 
cants with a written explanation 
of the reasons for denial or 
cancellation of a policy upon 
request，he added. 

Agnos also explained that an 
admitted insurer .or agent who 
willfully refuses to provide a 
written explanation Upon Tequest 
can be charged with a misde- 
meanor and i punishable by a 
fine of up to, $500 for each 
violation .

By RICHARD SPRINGCGER 
SAN FRANCISCO 一 The pace 
of activity has stepped up recently 
at the 16-year-old Chinese Ameri- 
can-owned Bank of Trade， Last 
week，the San Francisco Unified 
School District designated the 


Bank of Trade as one of three local 


minority-owned banks to receive 
interest-free ”checking ， deposits 


from the federal government， 


About $8 million of Federal 
monies will be 
deposited over the next two years 
as follows: $3 million for the Bank 
of Trade，$3 million for the 
black-owned First 了 nterprise 
Bank and about $1.9 million in 
the Western Womens Bank. 
BOOST 

The money will be used as a 
working account for construction 
projects and earthquake-safety 
remodeling at Garfield，Galileo， 
Bryant， McAteer and Balboa 
schools. The $3 million windfall 
would be a _ significant boost for 
the small bank，since on the one 
hand the bank does not have to 


. pay any interest on the money， 
， and secondly， 


the $3 million 
would jump the Bank of Trades 


，assets from about $20 million to 


$23 million. Deposits are currently 
about $16.3 million，which is low 
for a Chinatown financial insti- 
tution in business for 16 years. 

According to Al Cheng，affir- 
mative _ action officer for the 
SFUSD, Superintendent of Schools 
Robert Alioto chose to recommend 
the three banks to the School 
Board after consultation with the 
affirmative action team. TheBank 
of the Orient was one minority- 
ownedbankthat was not selected， 
Says Cheng，because it did not 
measure Up in community-bank 
criteria and broad-based owner- 
ship guidqelines， 

TICKLISH 

When asked what constitutes a 
minority-owned bank,， Cheng said 
he felt-， that minority ”owner- 
ship in a minority bank should be 
at least 51 percent. This question 
of what constitutes a minority 
bank becomes a ticklish question 
for the Bank of Trade，since the 
bank is presently negotiating with 
two Hong Kong industrialists for 


an infusion of new capital into 
the bank. 
Bank of Trade chairman， 


attorney Jack Wong Sing says that 
the proposed offer，which must 
eventually be approved by the 
California State Banking Depart- 
ment， provides for (1]) the 
purchase of 200,000 shares of 
authorized but unissued bank 
stock at $12 a share，and (2) 
a tender offer for the 258,100 
outstanding shares at the same 
Price， 

The prospective purchasers are 
Yao Tsao，managing director of 
Hong Kong's Overseas Trust Bank 
Ltd， and Siong-Chwan Caw， 
chairman of Pioneer Industrial 
Holding Company，GCaw's son， 
Anthony Gaw, a U.S. permanent 
resident，is also actively involved 
in negotiations, according to Sing. 

OFFER 

The Hong Kong industrialists， 
at first，wanted to just get the 
200,000 shares of new stock at $12 
a share, but they were persuaded 
to make the same offer to the other 


stockholders, Sing says. The Bank 


of Trade is drawing up the escrow 
agreement and the Hong 玫 ong 
investors are drafting a letter of 
intent as to what they plan to do 


-for the bank. 


Business Picks Up at 
the Bank of Trade 


“Basically the Bank of Trade is 
a_ community bank,”says Sing. 
“We want that to stay the same 
and to remain a Chinese-Amer- 
ican-managed bank.” He cited 
the Chinese Americans who 
will remain prominent on the 
Bank of Trade's Board of Directors 
including Tommy Fong of the 
Fisherman's Wharf Wax ，Mu- 


seum，restaurant OWner Jerry Lee 
and Andy Won 仆 
However， should the State 


Banking Authority approve the 
new stock issue and should more 
than 30,000 of the outstanding 
shares be purchased by the Hong 
Kong investors，they would own 
more than 50 per cent of the 
stock. Their purchase price would 
range from $2.4 milion to $5.4 
million， depending _ upon how 
many shares were redeemed， The 
over-the-counter price for Bank of 
Trade shares is currently in the 
$10-$11.50 range，up about $1 
from a month ago. 
PROFITABLE 

Last year the bank reported a 
net loss of $79,200,， but so far this 
year, according to bank 下 xecutive 
Vice President Ronald Wong， 
operations are profitable and net 
earning for the full year are 
expected to reach $100,000， 

Wong does not see any problem 
in the bankcs minority status by 
the influx of Hong Kong money， 
“The management policy will be 
determined by American Chinese. 
Wong assumes that the Hong 
Kong deal will take two or three 
years to _ finalize，and thus not 
harm the short-term ”SFUSD 
deposits， He also points out that 
theBank of Tradeiis authorized by 
the stockholdqers to issue up to 1 
million shares of stock.

Herzog，Rainer Fassbinder and 
Wim Wenders are prolific，daring 
and unconventional， Herzog s 
films have the strongest narrative 
structure，and although his films 
have tragedy and unhappiness， 
Herzog is a humanist who gives 
an emotional uplift through his 
statement about the transcen- 
dence of the human spirit. 
Physicially and emotionally 
handicapped “ people have  a 
dignity and honesty in Herzog's 
films that shames the pretentious，

Herzog's two “masterpieces， 
“Aguirre, The Wrath of Cod ”and 
“The Mystery of 玖 aspar Hauser,” 
both period films, can be seen one 
night only，November 9，at the 
U.C. Theatre in Berkeley.

The Tang Dynasty was the 
period of the greastest flowering of 
ancient ”Chinese _ culture and 
acrobatics further developed dur- 
ing this time， In rope-walking，a 
new twist was added with two 
people coming from opposite 


directions and passing each other 
in midq-route， In the pole- 
balancing act,， five children were 
Supported simultaneously，Other 
acts during this period included 
water acrobatics， and various 
escape and disappearing acts， 
POPULAR 

In following dynasties，Chinese 
acrobatics continued to _ develop， 
During the Sung Dynasty，acro- 
batics was called Pai Hsi (Multi- 
Entertainments)， One of the new 
acts at this time was carrying 
water while rope-walking. During 
the Yuan，bowl-balancing was 
quite popular. The performer 
would balance a couple of bowfls 
on his head which held burning 
lamps， Swaying about ”with 
incredibly graceful moves，the 
performer also managed to play a 
fute to the accompaniment of a 
string ensemble. Popular acts 
during the Ming Dynasty included 
pole-climbing， summersaulting， 
bowl-balancing，magic acts，and 
tricks performed on horseback.

In an attempt to preserve this 
beautiful folk art tradition efforts 
are being made today to reform 
and innovate Chinese acrobatics. 
Acts regarded as being too vulgar 
and sensational have been dis- 
carded or revised in content. 
Todays performances are enhan- 
ced by utilizing such conventionaj 
stage devices as song，dance，and 
dramatization. The physical is 
imbibed ”with the beautiful 
distinctive characteristics of the 
Peking OPpera stage， combined 
with folk dance，'ballet， and 
cajisthenics. There have also been 
new improvements in props， 
costuming， Imusic， and stage 
design，which add to the total 
effect of performances.
